1 - [ reported on his conversation with Mr. Spelman, Bureau of Pub- 

lic Roads, concerning the Cabin John Bridge. Apparently Mr. Spelman feels that this pro- 
ject is anywhere from five to fifteen years away. He says that the State of Virginia is 
committed to work on the Outer Belt in the vicinity of the Jones Point Bridge before they 
get too concerned about the Cabin John Bridge and that Maryland, which has the responsi- 
bility for the Bridge itself, will not be very enthusiastic about it. He thinks, and I am in- 
clined to agree, that it might be bad publicity for us to make too much fuss about the 
Cabin John Bridge at this time inasmuch as we have stated repeatedly that it is not essen- 
tial for access to our site. Therefore, I have decided not to address any letters to the 
Virginia and Maryland people at this time but have asked H. S. to contact Mr. Carper of 
the Virginia State Highway Commission and Mr. Gingery of the Maryland Planning Com- 
mission on an informal basis sometime in the very near future.
